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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claims recite the limitation "composition comprising lysine and arginine" and "with glutamic acid". 
The claims have incorporated the limitation that "arginine" must be present in the composition and removes the limitation that aspartic is a 
choice from the group comprising aspartic acid and glutamic acid to replace it with the recitation of "with glutamic acid". Thus the scope of 
the claims has been narrowed and introduces limitations that weren't required previously in the dependent claims. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In regards to the arguments over Takagi et al. that the combination of lysine and aspartic acid or glutamic acid would have no expectation 
of success, the reference discloses that amino acids are effective for the treatment of certain experimental ulcers, induced artificially by, for 
example, stress (col. 1 , lines 25-30). Therefore one of skill in the art would have a high expectation that a combination of lysine and aspartic 
acid or glutamic acid would be successful in treating gastric lesions or ulcers.
